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DANNY 
- BLAZE

I recently had the pleasure of meeting 4 musician from 
the area who is not a singer, does not play acoustic guitar, 
does not play keyboards, nor is he a regular member 
of a band, duo or small act. He is a drummer, and his name 
is Danny Blaze. 

After meeting him, I felt compelled to write about him. 
“Small Talk” is, after all, dedicated to musicians who are 
not members of bands, which Blaze is not. He does, how- 
ever, have something to offer. He is a serious, professional 
musician who makes his living mostly from his drumming. 
We had a chance to talk, and our conversation became a 
sort of interview process, with Blaze talking a lot (sorry, 
Danny), and me listening and writing as fast as my 
pen would let me, 

It seems Blaze has been around the area for some time, 

playing with local acts such as “Spaz Katz” (remember 
them?), and “Sacred Sword.” He’s sat in with Gordon Car- 
men, Fred Augello (“Ugly Rumors”) and even jammed with 
Chuck Boone (“Outlander”). Blaze ventured out west for a 
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while, back in the late eighties, hooking up with a group 
who called themselves “Jesters of Destiny.” This wasa 
3-member act from L.A. that played mostly heavy metaland 
hard rock. It was his association with “Jesters” that has af- 
forded Blaze quite an impressive list of credits in pub- 
lications such as ‘Modern Drummer,” “Creem,” “Modern 
Guitar,” “Circus” and “Rip.” It was also his venture 


- out west that afforded him appearances in prominent clubs 


like “The Whiskey A-Go-Go” and “Roxy.” 

Danny likes to call himself a “Voodoo Drummer,” and 
has a profound philosophy explaining how he feels about his 
craft: “‘Drums have been around since tribal times. Music 
comes and goes. But drums stay around forever.” 

Blaze can accompany any style of music -- jazz, coun- 
try, rock, blues, etc.-and plays in a variety of venues. It 
wouldn’t be unusual for him to throw on a tux and play a 
gig in a casino lounge, then go home, change into leather 
and chains and jam at a metal gig somewhere else. 
It’s a metamorphosis Blaze executes quite well. Imagine 
him sitting calmly, tapping to a Tango, then suddenly he’s 
thrashing his head back and forth “‘mosh-style” at some 
seedy hard rock club. That’s Danny. Versatile. 

Blaze considers himself a “freelance drummer,” -and 
evidently digs up enough work to support himself and 
his Harley. He has informed me that, after taking consider- 
able time off to take care of some personal affairs, he is 
planning to get busy digging up work and sitting fn on some 
upcoming gigs in the area. If you hear he’s around, and 
especially if you’re into drums, check him out. You won’t 
be disappointed.

After Ransomed Soul’s performance was a one-man 
band, Jeff X. Later Jeff helped out at the door collecting the 
$5.00 donations. Also, ‘Too Bad Jim,” “Ugly Rumors,” 
and the ‘Coyote Band” played earlier in the day. Johnny 
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Rock’s new band, “Love Zombies,” entertained us with 
his own flavorable style of music. “‘Swindler,” a local favor- 
ite, got the people out dancing with their set of cover 
tunes. 

By early evening, there were anywhere from 150 to 
200 people in the bar. Around 9:30 p.m., “Silent Warrior” 
came out, drawing the people magnetically towards the 
stage. Now the bar was really jumping. Fans and 
friends alike were getting their second wind and the other 
remaining bands did not let them down. “Dead Ringer” 
and “Tribal Scream” kept the audience going with their 
special brand of rock ’n roll. Also, “Catnip Jones,” a two- 
man band, were joined onstage much to the audience’s en- 
joyment by Jackie, Ronno, and Danny from “‘J.Z. and the 
Tonebombs”; also, Palmer from “Wildlife.” They got the 
people up and putting on their dancing shoes/boots. 


All in all, it was a very smoothly-run show; not only did 
the bands help to raise money, but raffles were sold as well. 
Many of the raffle winners donated their prize or cash back’ 
to the benefit, which I’m sure was greatly appreciated.

a CD-ROM in our first year together. It was the first of its 
kind to include a live performance from a band with com- 
puter graphics; it’s called PC Graphics Animation Festival 
Volume One, on Wizard Wear Ltd. Software Co. We felt 
that this was the direction to take our project and continue 
to hone our music and start to create musical sound tracks 
for movies and other pictorial formats. Had we been able to 

- continue our thoughts and energies in this manner, I’m pos- 
itive that we would have succeeded in any project that we 
took on, 

To me there is no feeling in the world better than the 
feeling of playing with a group of people and know- 
ing the next note to be heard before it even gets 
played. That’s called playing with soul and loving the other 
members in the band, With The Attack we respected 
each others’ thoughts and input and that we were as one. 
This is what makes a good band, and we were. 

Thank you all for your support in helping my family and 
lin these troubled times, because if it wasn’t for your help, 
my benefit could not have happened the way it did. I love 
you all and remember to love Jesus Christ, believe in Him 
as He died for all our sins. Accept Him as your Savior and 
I’m sure if you do, we will be playing that soulful music in 
Heaven, God Bless you and thank you.

This CD-EP has four original tunes 
by the alternative band featured in 
November’s In Tune Showcase. The 
material is a couple years old and a 


“small slice of the great stuff they’re 
doing today. But this EP is good and 
worthy of mention. My first impres- 
sion was “WOW! These guys are from 
around here?!?!°” 

This is a varied set of love songs. 
“Daisy Child’ is an excellent, upbeat 
killer with strong, emotional vocals 
about love lost. The music’s tight and 
full, with the bass, drums and two 
guitars accented by synthesized horns. 

“Caroline (Cheating On)” is also 
upbeat -- a sarcastic look at infidelity, 
obviously written in fun. “Sea of 
Blue” is melodic, haunting and full of 
symbolism. Within this one song are a 
diverse range of styles. The last song, 
“One Summer,” varies the theme, re- 
flecting on love while on a dizzying 
boat ride. (I became hooked while 
listening to it on my own dizzy boat 
ride!)

STONE FREE: Tribute 
to Jimi Hendrix

Label: Warner Bros./Reprise Records

No one would deny the profound 


‘effect that one James Marshall Hen- 


drix has had on the world of rock 
and roll. Reprise Records recently put 
out the call for contributions to an 
album celebrating the man and his 
work. The response was overwhelm- 
ing. The 14 bands which made the 
final cut are a cross section of old and 
new. 

The old school is represented by 
Eric Clapton offering a respectful read- 
ing of “Stone Free,” and the Pretend- 
ers, whose version of “Bold as 
Love” falls quite shy of the mark. The 
blues great Buddy Guy renders ‘‘Red 
House.” 

The new school bands lend a heav- 
ier edge of the contributions. Living 
Colour’s “Crosstown Traffic” holds 
some true surprises. G n’ R axe man 
Slash teams up with Paul Rogers, as 
well as the rhythm section from the 
“Band of!Gypsies” for a spirited run- 
through of “I Don’t Live Today,” and 
the ‘Buzz Clip” mavens Belly blaz 
through “Are You Experienced?”’. 
Even the Spin Doctors’ rendering of 
“Spanish Castle Magic” is tolerable 
until Chris Barron sings, any way. 

Rounding out the collection is a 
track by classical composer Dr. Nigel 
Kennedy, whose version of ‘“‘Fire”’ in- 
cludes cello, viola and violins. The 
most moving cover has got to come 
from M.A.C.C. (McCready & Ament-

If you’re tired of hearing the same 
old boring lead guitar lines and the 
“all too worn out, two-handed tapping 
guitar” which almost never emits very 
much soul, then this best of Albert 
Collins CD is for you. Albert’s original 
and extremely soulful fretwork which 
he literally wrings from the Telecaster 
will give you chills down to the bone. 

Along with fairly typical blues lyr- 
ics, Collins’ often described “icy” 
guitar playing sets off what would 
otherwise be the same old bag of blues, 
If space would permit me, I could 
talk all night about Albert Collins, | 
but to make it brief, let’s just say that 
this is a blues master at work. 

One favorite song of mine is track 
four, If Trouble Was Money (I’d be a 
millionaire). Put on extra socks, therm- 
al underwear, a warm coat, then crank 
this album up and get the chills. 

Albert Collins passed away last 
month, and the best part about music 
is that it lives on long after its creator 
has left us. While you’re still amongst 
the living, give Albert a listen.

This is a tough column to write and I think the 
purpose of this column should not necessarily be to discuss 
monitors, mixers and mics but to open a dialogue for topics 
that concern all aspects of the live and recording experience. 
As an engineer you don’t want to sound to technical with 
comments like that “100Hz standing wave downstage left has 
been killing us all night, or “better run that mic line thats 
feeding back through the negative feedback polarization and 
correction device”. 
mumbo_jumbo? Well neither of those comments were really 
too technical but better yet one of them wasn’t even com- 
pletely true. Getto the point John. Okay the point of this piece 
is dealing with good sound and bad sound and the engineers 
who produce each one respectively. Firstofall EVERYBODYS 
a critic it seems and the technical people usually fall on the 
short end of thestick. But I’m not going to completely defend 
them, furthermore I won’t defend mindless critiques. All 
People hear sound differently and engineers who know whats 
going on reproduce what they hear inside their heads. The 
result is usually a strong well_rounded mixture of all the 
elements in the band. This does not constitute bad sound by 
any means, its simply the engineers style. Everybody’s got to 
have style. So when your playing and see a relaxed sound guy 
behind the house console who looks around casually and 
seems to be enjoying himself, you know your in good hands. 
Now if your in the band and you hear things differently, 
open communication to your engineer is encouraged, but for 
cryin’ out loud give the guy a couple of tunes to get his act up 
and running. Contrary to popular belief sound dynamics in 
rooms change ona whim and there is nothing you can do about 
it except adjust with them. Now there are a-lot of self 
proclaimed audio engineers, unfortunately only a small num- 
ber of those are good, even less aregreat. So if all you hear is 
feedback from the monitors and a distorted out_of_phase 
vocal coming from (he house PA and theengineer is back at 
the board giving you a great big “This sounds awesome, 
everything is A OK!” look with the two thumbs up, I would 
tend to assess that you have a problem. So the punchline is 
folks, no feedback means a difference in opinion but a decent 
engineer. Screaming, out of control feedback laden with 
equipment excuses and technical gibberish means your engi- 

- neer ought to be selling shoes at KMART. Or better yet, they 


always need somebody in the stereo department.
